NEW YORK CITY — The Rev. 
James F. Cronin, director of radio sta- 
tion WLWL owned by the Paulist 
Fathers, died recent!y of pneumonia at 
the home of his brother, the Rev. John 
Cronin, at Ashland, Mass. He had 
been ill for six months, 

Father Cronin, who had been a4 
member of the Paulist Fathers for 
30 years, was attached to the church 
at Fifty-ninth street and Columbus 
avenue. He started the radio station 
five years ago. in February and 
March, 1929, he broadcast a series of 
six weekly lectures to combat the al- 
leged promotion of religious intoler- 
ance by the Ku Klux Klan in Queens. 
It was he who received into the Cath- 
olic Church the late Joyce Kilmer, 
who was killed in the World War.

CHURCH’S INFALLIBLE AUTHORITY , # 


(1) The true Church must necessarily claim infalil- 
bility, or freedom from error, in teaching. A church not 
claiming infallibility in teaching cannot claim the right 
to oblige people to admit its teachings as true. From this ~- 
it follows that, since other religious organizations do not 
claim infallibility in teaching, confess that they have 
neither authority to teach, nor authority to require their 
teaching to be admitted as true, they consequently admit 
they are not the Church which our Lord has founded, to 
teach all nations. 


(2) It is evident, both from Holy Scripture and 
from tradition, that Peter was appointed by our Lord the 
head of the Apostles; that to him our Lord gave a Pri. 
macy not only of honor, but also of jurisdiction, and that, 
consequently, this Primacy of St. Peter and of his suc- 
cessors is an essential part of the government of the 
Church founded by Christ. “Uniting with the See of 
Peter, ig to be the Church of Christ. Not to acknowledge 
the See of Peter, is to form and constitute a human or- 
ganization.”—Judge Robinson, Professor of Yale College. 


(3) The “keys” of the kingdom of heaven—that is 
to say, the supreme spiritual power—Christ gave to 
Peter alone. “I will give to thee the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven” (Matt. xvi. 19). 


(4) It is also evident from Holy Scripture that the 
superiority of authority which our Lord gave to St. Peter 
was acknowledged and admitted by the other apostles, 
and history tells us that the Bishop of Rome, as successor 
of St. Peter, was always regarded as the head of the 
whole Church and as endowed with special powers. As @ 
last desperate effort to find an excuse for their not sub- 
mitting to the authority of the Bishop of Rome, Angili- 
cans and others have tried to disprove this historical fact, 
In this endeavor they have not only failed, but succeeded 
in opening the eyes of many well-meaning and sincere 
members of their community to the untenableness of their 
position. 

(5) Our Lord appointed St. Peter as the shepherd 
of the whole flock,—that is, of the whole Church; conse- 
quently every member of theChurchis bound in conscience 
to heed the direction of St. Peter and of his successors in 
matters relating to faith and morals, But, if we are ob- 
liged by our Lord to follow the supreme shepherd of the 
Church, then we have also at the same time the assurance, 
that our Lord will never allow us to be led by this sue 
preme shepherd—i. e., by the successor of St. Peter— 
into pastures of error, 

“One God, one Christ, one Mediator; one Truth, one 
Church; one episcopate, though many bishops, as there 
is but one sun with many rays. But the foundation of this 
oneness Christ has laid in Peter, to whom He has given 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven and consigned his en- 
tire flock.”—St. Cyprian; an.

I said that the spirit of indifference

In 
other words, that God has not made 
plain to the earnest inquirer after 
truth which is the one true religion. 
But this flatly contradicts Christ's 
statement that He wished ail to come 
to a knowledge of the truth, and sure- 
ly Wisdom Incarnate would make such 
knowledge easily accessible, since He 
wished all to have it, and He had 
done this by writing on the frontis- 
piece of His Church—and no other, 
the four marks of genuineness—“that 
he who runs may read”; One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostole. 

The idea that one religion is not 
as good as another is even more con- 
vincing when we consider religion 
from the viewpoint of its origin, douc- 
trinally, from an examination of its 
teachings and from the viewpoint of 
God's veracity and holiness. 

In its origin, religion comes from 
‘divine revelation, or from natural rea- 
son. Supposing that religion did come 
from Divine Revelation, surely God 
has a right to reveal by what form of

In a recent work, Emile Namer, a French author, points 
out the wonderful talent and achievements of Galileo. In

“If by genius and greatness we mean vast achievements 

in more fields than one, inventive and lofty conceptions, and 

, creative thinking which exercises a profound and 

lasting influence on mankind, then Galileo Galilei was pre- 
eminently a great genius. 


With Leonardo da Vinci and 
Michaelangelo, Galileo holds his place as one of the outstand- 


in > a of the Renaissance, and is one of the most influen- 
tial inkers of all time. With this insistence on direct ob- 
servation and experimentation in the study of natural phe- 
nomena, he was, as M. Namer estimates him, beyond per- 
adventure of doubt, the real father of the modern physical 
sciences and their methodology : 

“‘*He was not only * * * the untiring explorer of a 
vast celestial universe, the penetrating observer of nature 
in whose midst his contemporaries lived with their eyes 
shut * * * he was not only content to establish the 
laws of inertia, the laws of oscilation, the laws of weight 
and the laws of movement; he was not only the greatest 
scientist in the modern sense of the word. * * * He 
brought an inseparable alliance into the realm of reason 
and observation governed by positive and inviolable 
rules * * * he created the infinite possibility of eternal- 
ly new conquests over the forces of nature.’ 

“Besides being a great mathematician, original physicist 
and inventor of the telescope, the marine compass and other 
scientific instruments, Galileo was a man of vast culture in 
the arts and letters. A true son of the Renaissance, he knew 
his classics thoroughly; he knew the science of music; he 
could draw and paint exceedingly well; he was adept at ver- 
sification ; and, above all, he could propound the most abstruse 
and difficult problems on mechanics and motion in a prose 
so simple that a child could understand it, and so graceful 
that a Plato might envy it.

THE DECLINE OF ILLITERACY 


The census report for the year 1930 shows a general de- 
cline in the number of illiterates in the United States. Ac- 
cording to the census of 1870, 20 per cent of our population 
was unable to read and write; in 1880 this number was re- 
duced to 17 per cent; in 1890 to 13.3 per cent; in 1900 to 10.7 
per cent; in 1910 to 7.7 per cent; in 1920 +0 6 per cent; and in 
1980 to 4.3 per cent. 

The total number of illiterate persons in the United States 
in 1930 was 4,285,749, a decline of 648,156 since 1920. The 
absolute number of illiterates has therefore decreased about 
13 per cent during a period in which the total population in- 

“ereased 16.1 per cent, the census bureau states. These figures 
represent a general decrease in the number of illiterates of a 
little more than one-fourth during the last ten years. 

Among the individual States lowa leads the field. Her 
illiterates are fewer than one per cent of her total popula- 
tion, which is almost as low as the lowest of the European 
countries, Denmark, Sweden, Norway and Finland. With 
her mid-western neighbors, Minnesota, Missouri, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, she is a part of 
the most highly literate divisions of the United States. 

Louisiana, however, is the State which is deserving of 
the most credit for the progress which has been made during 
the last decade. The number of illiterates in that State has 
been reduced from 21.9 per cent, a percentage which placed 

her near the bottom of the list, to 13.5 per cent. New York, 
“the largest of the States, ranks high with but 3.7 per cent of 
Hier population unable to read and write.

“By every law of human associa- 
tion, a contract is a sacred th 
There enter into it the highest things 
of which man is capable—truth, fidel- 
ity, honor, sacrifice, loyalty.

The Holy Ghost did not place the Lo- 
gos, but He provided for Him, from 
the Blessed Virgin a temple which He 
might inhabit. This garment of which 
He makes use I honor for the sake of 
Him who is hidden within it and is 
inseparable from it.

In 
another discourse he said: “The Ar- 
ians place the Logos below the Father, 
but these people who speak of the 
Mother of God and of a birth of God, 
place Him even below Mary, assert 
that He is more recent than she, and 
give to the Godhead, which created all, 
a temporal mother as origin.”

Though 
not of the original twelve, St. Paul 
and St. Barnabas are also called 
Apostles. 

The word Disciple is from the Latin 
word “disciplus” which means “stu- 
dent”. The Latin Church numbers the 
Disciples as 70 or 72. They were faith- | 
ful followers of Jesus and from these 
Disciples, the Twelve Apostles were 
chosen by the Master. The Disciples 
had not the full powers to teach and) 
to give all the Sacraments, like the 
Apostles had. 

What does the word “En-cyc-lic-al” 
mean?—K. J., LaSalle, Illinois. 

The word itself means “in a circle” 
or “all around”. It is something which | 
is sent to all persons in a place or 
class. You refer to the “Pope’s En-| 
cyc-lic-al”, and that means a letter | 
written by the Pope and sent to all 
parts of the world, for the teaching of 
the people. Such letters from the 
Pope are sent only to patriarchs, pri- 
mates, archbishops and bishops of the 
whole Catholic world, for the benefit 
and instruction of all Catholic people. 

What do the letters “C. SS. R.” 
mean after a preist’s name?—P. X., 
Maine. 

These are the first letters of the) 
Latin words “Congregation Sanctis-,| 
simi Redemptoris”. The Latin words) 
mean—“Congregation of the Most) 
Holy Redeemer.” That is the name 
of the Religious, founded by St. Al- 
phonsus Ligouri. These letter after a 
priest's name means he is a Redemp- 
torist Father, and a member of the 
Congregation of the Most Holy Re- 
deemer.

Liturgy, children, means the 

ublic or outward worship of 
Bod by His Church. All through 
the year, the Church lives over 
again, the go begeress of our sal- 
vation, and the remembrance of 
the Saints of God. Christ lives 
forever in His Church. His 
Truths, His wonderful miracles, 
His suffering and death, are 
lived over again and again each 
year by the devoted children of 
the Church. 


At the Holy Mass each day, 


some part of the Gospel and the 
Epistle is read. In the Sacrifice 
of. the Mass, we have the sacri- 
fice of Calvary, in an unbloody 
manner. Some Saint, who was 
a faithful follower of Jesus, and 


‘who is now enjoying heavenly 


rewards, is also remembered and 
held up to us as an example of 
goodness. 

The year as we know it is div- 
ided into seasons, just as the 
people speak of summer, fall, 
winter and spring. The seasons 
in the Liturgicai Year, some- 
times called the Church Calen- 
dar, are: Advent, the coming of 
Christ; Epiphany, the manifest- 
ation or showing of Christ to the 
Three Wise Men; Paschal, or 
Easter season, from 70 days be- 
fore Easter to 8 days after the 
feast of Pentecost; Pentecost, 
which means “fifty”, begins fifty 
days after Easter. 

Since this is the Pentecost 
Season in the Church, we shal 
tell you something about this 
holy season, so that an may 
“feel” the ae of the Church at 
this time. Pentecost is also cal- 
led “Whit Sunday”, or White 
Sunday, on account of the white 

arments worn by those who 
had been baptized. 

On Pentecost Sunday the 
Church celebrates the visible 
sending of the Holy Ghost upon 
the Apostles. This day is looked 
upon as the Birthday of the True 
Church founded by Jesus Christ. 
Just as the Apostles went forth 
strengthened by the Holy Ghost, 
to convert the world to Christ, 
so the Church tells us to be filled 
with the Spirit from on High, 
and‘to fulfill in our own lives, 
especially during this Pentecost 
Season, the works of Light. 

The Sundays after Pentecost 
remind us of our journey 
through life to Heaven. By lis- 
tening to the whisperings of the 
Holy Ghost, and obeying His 
Voice, we are preparing for our 
eternal happiness. Even the 
Green vestments worn by the 
priest on these Sundays, remind 
oo of Hope and Eternal Spring- 

ime.
